Federal Parliament 
Opens At Ottawa 


SPEECH FROM THRONE PRE- 


DICTS MANY REFORMS 

At the opening of the Federal 
parliament at Otita on Thursday 
last, amid the usual pomp and cere- 
mony, economic and agricultural leg- 
islation advocated by Prime Minister 
R. B. Bennett in his series of: pre- 
sessional addresses, were promised 
‘in speech from the throne read by 
the Governor-General at the opening 
of parliament today. 

In addition ithe members were told 
they would be asked to consider poli- 
cies designed to consolidate and ex- 
pand the empire trade agreements 
and increase world itrade generally 
The policy of the government, the 
speech stated, would be to work to- 
wards arms reduction and stabilized 
international economic relations. 


Following is the text of the speech 
from the throne: 

Honorable Members of the Senate.

Give him a drink. of 
water.’ That was music to me, be- 
cause I was on fire inside. I could 
hear the faucet running, and the wa- 
cer sloshing in the glass.
